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TA poor upset — Peres says 

social aid collapsing £°°d

TEL AVTV. — Welfare services 
In Tel Aviv are on the verge of 
collapse, which would leave 10,- 
000 needy families, elrferly per- 
sons and handicapped children 
without vital aid, the head of the 
municipal welfare department 
warned yesterday. 

Peretx Unlkovsky charged that 
the Labour and Social Affaire 
Ministry had cut payments to the 
municipality from 75 per cent to as 
much as 30 per cent of the welfare 
services, budgeted at IS9S milli on 
this year, th’ia making it impossible 
for the city to provide basic ser- 
vices 

Out of TS7m. budgeted by the city 
for medical needs, domestic help, 
partial rent for the needy and hot 
meals, the ministry approved only 
XS3m., Unlkovsky said. 

This means that 1,800 families — 
including sick, hospitalized 
mothers who need dally help at 
home with their small children — 
will have to do without domestic 
help. Six hundred families will not 
get help With their rent and will 
face eviction from their 
apartments. The municipality will 
stop financing medical insurance 
for needy families, and community 
services for elderly citizens will 
cease, Unlkovsky said. 

In addition, the joint municipal- 
government rehabilitation com- 


pany. Ma'as, which employs 260 
disabled elderly people, will h&veto- 
close down following' the ministry's 
decision to cut its participation 
from 75 per cent of the total to 24 
per cent, he said. 

In April, the municipality cut the 
“meals-on-wheels" service from 
660 hot meals to 200 a day for the 

elderly sick and needy. 

Now the city has Informed senior 
citizens that, as of next month, the 
meals — often the recipient's only 
meal during the day — will be 
stopped completely, Unlkovsky 
said. 

He explained that out of the 
ISl.7m. budgeted for the meals-on- 
wheels this year, the Labour and 
Social Affairs Ministry will give 
1S500.000 instead of iSl.Jm., 
preventing continuation of the ser- 
vice. 

The company hired by Tel Aviv 
for this job, Telem, charges ISIS 
per meal, out of which the senior 
citizen pays 5 to 10 per cent. 
(Unlkovsky stressed that Milozan, 
another meals-on-wheels company 
that serves other towns for less 
than half the price charged by the 
company used by the municipality, 
provides cold meals that are less 
nourishing.) 

The Telem driver, who dis- 
tributes hot meals to needy and dis- 
abled people, is often the only per- 
son they see during the day and has 
frequently been the one to call for

The expected increases in the 
costs of communications services 
go into effect tomorrow. Installa- 
tion of a telephone will go tip to ISi,- 
702.40, and a local telephone call 
will cost 50.4 new agorot. Telephone 
rental charges will be IS47.60 for 
two months. 

The rate of increase is 85 per 
cent, as against 40 per cent 
demanded by the Communications 
Ministry. The lower figure was set 
by the Knesset Finance committee. 

New postage rates are: an inland 
letter, 60 new agorot;- aprotoardto 
a destination in Israel, BO new 
agorot; a registered letter, 182; and 
a three-kilogram parcel, ISfl.40. 

And the Knesset's water subcom- 
mittee, headed by MX Fessah 
Crupper, who is prominent in (he 
private farming lobby, decided 
yesterday to raise the price of 


water for domestic consumption by 
between 88 and 86 per cent on 
graduated scale. But the price rise 
to the agricultural sector will be 
only 14.3 per cent. 

Farmers will pay 60 new agorot 
per cubic metre of water from the 
beginning of September, as against 
62.5 new agorot at present. The 
domestic consumer will pay IS1.60 
per cubic metre for his first eight 
cubic metres from September, hi 
contrast with the present tariff of 
181.40. And in October this will go 
up again to 1 82.10. The next eight 
cubic metres goes up at the begin- 
ning of September to 132.80 instead 
of 182.40, and again at the beginning 
of October to 183.30 
For amounts consumed above 16 
cubic metres, the price to the 
domestic consumer will go up from 
183.80 to 184.40 on the first of 
September and again to 186.80 at 
the beginning of October. 


Zadok denies report he’ll defend Halevy

Former justice minister Haim 
Zadok yesterday denied that he has 
been hired to represent David 
Halevy, the Washington Star 
reporter who had alleged that 
Prime Minister Menabem Begin 
blocked the investigation of the car 
bomb attackB on West Bank 
mayors. 

A Justice Ministry source on 
Tuesday said that Halevy. who is an 
Israeli citizen, may be detained by 
the police when he returns from the 


U.S. Attorney-General Yitzhak 
Zamir has concluded that Halevy 
violated the penal code by 
publishing the name of the head of 
the Security Services. 

Zadok last night explained that 
someone had approached him on 
Halevy's behalf but that he was un- 
able to accept the case since his 
practice specialises In civil matters 
only. 

Zadok declined to indicate 
whether he had referred the case to 
another lawyer.

Prime Minister Menabem Begin 
and opposition leader Shimon Peres 
used the debate preceding yester- 
day’s Knesset vote on the Nissim 
appointment for an acrimonious 
settling of old scores. 

Peres asserted that all the good 
ministers had left the cabinet — 
Amit. Dayan. Weizman, Tamir — 
and Intimating that all the bad ones 
remained. 

As evidence of the government’s 
malfunctioning, Peres quoted from 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon’s 
statement last Friday at the 
ministerial committee on security 
that the prime minister makes 
decisions on defence matters "In an 
irresponsible and off-band 
manner." How could the people 
have confidence in such a govern- 
ment, Peres asked. 

True, Sharon had later apologiz- 
ed for his remark, hut that was only 
in order to hold on to his job. He had 
not denied the substance, Peres 
said. 

.Begin, aimed bis barbs at 
Washington Star correspondent 
David Halevy, and Shlnui ME 
Shmuel Toledanp for their 
allegations about the head of the 
security services. But first he 
targeted on the opposition leader. 

The prime minister said that 
Peres had deliberately ignored the 
fact that Sharon had not only 
apologized but retracted his charge 
about Be gin's decision-making. 

This, claimed Begin, was In con- 
trast to former premier Yitzhak 
Rabin. In his memoirs, Rabin wrote 
that he did not want Perea as Ms 
defence minister, since he did not 
think he had the necessary 
qualifications, but appointed him 
only in order to win the support of 
the Rafi faction. And, Begin added, 
when later asked If he stuck by that, 
Rabin had replied that he would not 
retract a single word.

— The 
Netherlands, the only .European 
country with an embassy ' in 
Jerusalem, is reconsidering the 
siting of the embassy following 
renewed protests from Arab states, 
a Foreign Ministry spokesman said 
here yesterday. 

The new Dutch ambassador to 
Israel, Iwan Verkade, has post- 
poned his departure for Jerusalem 
to be able to take part in the 
government's deliberations. He 
was due to have taken up his post 
next week. 

The spokesman said a number of 
Arab states had approached the 
government recently to express op- 
position to the presence at a Dutch 
embassy in Jerusalem. Dutch 
newspapers said the ambassadors 
of Saudi Arabia and Iraq had t alk s 
last Friday with a senior ministry 
official.

Nissim voted in, 56-39

By a larger-than-expected ma- 
jority of 56 to 36, the Knesset yester- 
day approved the appointment of 
Minister without Portfolio Moshe 
Nissim to be minister of Justice in 
place of Shmuel Tamir, who resign- 
ed last week. 

A number of members of coali- 
tion factions returned from abroad 
to take part in the vote: ministers 
Zevulun Hammer and Gideon Patt, 
and MKs Moshe Arens, Moshe 
Meron. Yitzhak Peretx. Haim 
Druckman, and Shlomo Lorincs. 

Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon, protesting against the 
prime minister's failure to 
nominate him minister of defence, 
did not show up. Neither did former 
defence minister Ezer Weizman. 

Moshe Dayan and Samuel Flatto 
Sharon joined the coalition factions 
In supporting Nissim 'a appoint- 
ment. 

The new three-man Ahva faction, 
composed of ex-Democrata Shlomo 
Eli&hu, Shafik Assad and Akiva 
Nof, abstained. 

Presenting Nlsslm's nomination 
to the Knesset for Its approval, 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
was lavish in his praise of Tamir, 
saying that he had contributed 
greatly to cabinet discussions of 
political, social and economic af- 
fairs and above all. -Tamir had ex- 
ercised initiative in legislative 
matters. Tamir had also made an 
important contribution as a 
member of the autonomy 


negotiating team, Begin said. 

Alignment chairman Shimon 
Peres, who opened the three-hour 
debate that followed, praised 
Tamir. "not only for his activity as 
justice minister but also for the 
honourable way be cbose to resign 
from the cabinet." 

But Nlsslm's appointment “does 
not kindle our imagination," Peres 
said. When he went on to say that 
“It is doubtful whether he Is the 
man who will raise the prestige of 
the law In Israel." he was so heckl- 
ed by the Likud benches that he 
went on to another subject. 

Begin faulted Peres for not hav- 
ing said a word of congratulation to 
Nissim on his appointment. He 
could remember no precedent in 
the annals of the Knesset, Begin 
. claimed. Nissim was a rare com- 
bination of jurist and scholar. What 
Peres had said was "not nice,” the 
prime minister said, sounding like 
a teacher rebuking an errant pupil. 

The Labour Party’s lawyers 
group criticized the Nissim appoint- 
ment as "a sad day for Israel's 
judicial system," noting that 
hitherto only leading lawyers had 
been appointed to the justice 
ministry. 

“For the first time a government 
has picked a party functionary who 
does possess a lawyer’s licence, but 
his experience as a practising at- 
torney is utterly minimal. He has 
no legal reputation to speak of and 
is unworthy of heading the nation’s 
legal system," the Labour Party 
lawyers declared.

RIYADH. — Crown Prince 
Fahd of Saudi Arabia yester- 
day apparently dashed all hope 
that his country would join the 
Middle East peace process, 
saying that the only solution for 
“liberating Jerusalem" was a 
“holy war." 

In an interview with the Saudi 
press agency, Fahd said “what 
good did moderation bring us" in 
the light of Israel's declaration of 
sovereignty over Jerusalem. 

Fahd said that Saudi Arabia Is 
now convinced that Israel Is gradual- 
ly annexing Arab territories in 
order to make them part of an 
Israeli empire. 

“*niat Is why It has become Im- 
perative for the Arabs to organize 
themselves. Saudi Arabia, with the 
help of Arab brethren, has set out to 
unify the Arabs so that we can all 
take one stand In one battle however 
long It lasts or how expensive its 
price," Fahd aald. 

Fahd said there was no more hope 
in talk, “as the question now la to be 
or not to be... and the talk about 


peace with Israel has become a kind 
of illusion,*’ 

Fahd Indirectly called on Egypt to 
admit failure and withdraw from 
the Palestinian autonomy talks with 
Israel. 

Tbe crown prince indicated that 
his country was involved In a 
behind-the-scenes effort to bald an 
Arab summit meeting for Arab 
reconciliation and a unified stand on 
Jerusalem. 

The statement, tbe strongest yet 
-from Saudi Arabia, which la con- 
sidered by some to be “moderate" 
on the Middle East, marked an es- 
calation of the Saudi stand towards 
the Jerusalem Law. 

"In addition to occupying other 
Arab territories, Israel has now an- 
nounced making Jerusalem its own 
capital In clear challenge to Arab 
and Moslem feeling as well as to UK 
resolutions. So now we stop to ask, 
what good was moderation. Is that 
the West's understanding of a just 
peace — and where is the peace that 
they have imagined as it was 
promised to us at Camp David? 
Would this not lead the Arabs and 
the Moslems back to holy war? Is

Sharon: Still best for job

Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon last night Issued a not so 
subtle reminder to Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin that failure to ap- 
point him as defence minister 
would lead to his resignation from 
the cabinet. 

"I have made unequivocally 
clear to the prime minister the 
steps I would take if someone else is 
named to the defence post," Sharon 
said on Israel Television's Moked 
programme. 

In what amounted to an unabash- 
ed public appeal for the job, Sharon 


said the defence post needs a full 
time minister and that he fits the 
bill. 

“I am the best man foi the 
position," Sharon said. "The 
thousands of people who have serv- 
ed and fought together with me 
know I can do the job better than 
anyone else.” 

The appointment of a defence 
minister cannot be a matter of 
political propriety, Sharon said, 
hinting at Liberal Party objections 
to his bid. “Subjects relating to our 
very existence cannot be subjected 
to political considerations." 


NEW YORK. — President Jimmy 
Carter, arriving in New York to 
accept the Democratic presidential 
nomination, publicly praised 
defeated rival Edward Kennedy 
yesterday and said a re-united par- 
ty would beat the Republicans In 
November. 

Carter flew into this city to a con- 
vention restored to lta traditional 
high spirits last night by an elec- 
trifying speech from Kennedy, urg- 
ing party unity and full employ- 
ment for Americans hit by the 
current recession. 

The president arrived at his New 
York hotel to shouts from sup- 
porters of “we want Jimmy" and 
four more years." and aald: 

"I am grateful to a party which, 
at the end of this convention, will be 
united and ready to face the 
Republicans." 

With his wife Rosalyxw. daughter 
Amy and Vice President Walter 
Mondale beside him, Carter said he 
had no doubt he and Mondale would 
start a new four-year term In 
January. 

Carter, set to be re-nomlnated 
tonight as the party’s 1980 can- 
didate. then made a public gesture 
to his beaten rival. 

“Last night, after one of the 
greatest speeches I have ever 
heard. I called Senator Kennedy 
and told him how much I ap- 


preciated It," he sold. 

Kennedy's old-fashioned, 
emotional speech on Tuesday night 
brought delegates, who were 
jammed Into Madison Square 
Garden, to their feet and brought 
tears to the eyes of his supporters. 
He blasted Reagan and ticked off 
the things that make Democrats 
different from Republicans. 

So electrified were the delegates 
by the speech and by the wild, 89- 
minute ovation it generated, that 
the Carter forces hastily cut a deal : 
they would cede Kennedy his $12b- 
joba programme in tbe Democratic 
platform to avoid a potentially 
humiliating defeat on national 
television. 

The delegates roared approval of 
three Important economic planks — 
virtually all Kennedy had fought for 
except a call for mandatory wage 
and price controls. He gave that up 
In what Carter aides called a 
“significant" concession. 

In his speech Kennedy attacked 
Reagan as an apostle of bygone 
times, saying the Republican 
nominee Is "no friend of labour.. .no 
friend of our great urban cen- 
tres. ..no friend of the senior 
citizen. ..no friend of tbe en- 
vironment," 

He stopped short of formally en- 
dorsing Carter, but his words spoke 
Democratic unity. (Reuter. UPI)

ROSH HA* A YIN. — A large con- 
tingent of police and border police 
entered this town yesterday at 
noon, aiming to restore order and 
put an end to a reign of terror caus- 
ed by gang warfare over the last six 
months. 

Over 100 police in 20 vehicles., 
equipped with dogs for sniffing out 
drugs and explosives, invaded the 
town and searched the* homes of 
criminals known to police. 

The decision to move in on Rosh 
Ha'&yin was made at a special 


meetings of leaders of organized 
crime from all over the country. 

Police Intend to permanently 
reinforce the small local station in 
Rosh Ha'ayin. A large force will 
stay for at least the next several 
days fo impart a feeling of greater 
security to the town's residents. 

Reporters reaching the scene 
were met with explicit threats from 
locals who warned them not to 
write or even to visit Rash Ha'ayin. 
One journalist complained to police 
•and was told by senior officers that 
such threats and even beatings had 
become routine in the town.

Holocaust for the Jewish people."

"Hitler did not murder the will of 
the Jews to live. Instead, he in- 
creased their dedication to life. He 
was more responsiblethan anybody 
else, for the creation of the State of 
Israel."

A 23-year-old plumber is ex- 
pected to be charged today with the 
murder last June of 70-year-old 
Miriam Gittleson in Jerusalem. 
Yesterday, police in the city turned 
their findings over to the district 
prosecutor’s office recommending 
the step. 

Gittleson was found bound hand 
and foot and gagged .with a roll of 
toilet paper on June 26. Tools found 
in her Belt Hakerem flat after the 
murder were traced to the suspect, 
who has been held since July 19 for 
Investigation. 

The suspect was questioned im- 
mediately after the murder and 
passed a polygraph test after sub- 
mitting an alibi, but he was re- 
arrested several weeks later when 
his wife changed her supporting 
testimony. The plumber's lawyer 
alleges that the change stemmed 
from his refusal to grant her a 
divorce. 

The police source indicated that 
the motive for the murder was 
robbery. 

Meanwhile, no progress has been 
made in the investigation into the 
death of B rue ha Borochov, another 
elderly woman found murdered to a 
manner similar to Gittleson less 
than a week after the Belt Hakerem 
crime.

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Growing income gap 
among wage earners

Grass income distribution among 
wage earners has become 
significantly more unequal in the 
Inst three years,, according to the 
findings of the Incomes survey for 
1979. published yesterday by the 
Central Bureau of Statistics. 

The top 30 per cent of wage ear- 
ninff families had 39.2 per cent of 
the total gross income of urban 
families . while the bottom 20 per 
cent had only 7.3 per cent. The in- 
creasing Inequality has been con- 
tinuous for the last three years. 

In 1976, the top 20 per cent among 
wage earners had 36.8 per cent of 
all gross income, and the lowest 20 
per cent had 8.3 per cent. 

‘ The distribution of net Income 
was more equal, b ecaus* taxes and 
other compulsory payments in the 
top' 10 per cent of the population 
took 33 per cent of the gross income, 
while the lowest 10 per cent paid 
only 7 per cent; 


Though the bureau did not supply 
figures about how much inequality 
there was in net income this year, It 
fa supposed that thfe tax system 
would merely perpetuate existing 
inequalities and do little to cancel 
them out. 

The lower income groups have 
more children, and their family 
heads have a lower level of educa- 
tion than the upper Income groups. 
The lowest 20 per cent of the popula 
tion accounted for 40 per cent of all 
the children, with an average fami- 
ly size of 5.3 persons, while the top 
20 per cent had 6 per cent of the 
children and 2.5 persons per family. 

More than half the family heads 
In the top 20 per cent had more the n 
13 years of schooling, while only 2 
per cent of them had no more th an 
four years of education. By con- 
trast. only ii per cent of the family 
heads In the lowest 20 per cent had a 
higher education, and is per cent 
had less than five years of school- 
ing.

TEL AVIV. — Yitzhak Rabin’s 
refusal to cancel his lecture to the 
Argentine army staff college came 
under sharp criticism yesterday 
from the youth divisions of the 
Labour Party and Mapam.

The Mapam youth found It "In- 
comprehensible" that Rabin, in- 
stead of answering their case, had 
chosen to link them with the Soviet 
Union. 


Businessman held 
for deducting

Egyptian film 
festival to 
exclude Israel

CAIRO. — Hoping to woo film 
makers from Arab countries which 
oppose the Camp David peace ac- 
cords, Cairene planners of the com- 
ing "Mediterranean Film Festival” 
have excluded Israel from the ilst 
of invitees. 

The festival, slated to lake place 
September 15-28 in Alexandria and 
Cairo, is a repeat of last June's Lit- 
tle Italy film festival in Italy, which 
was attended by Israel, together 
with Egypt. Tunisia, Morocco, 
Syria. Lebanon, and Algeria as well 
as France. Spain, Greece. Malta, 
Cyprus. Italy, Yugoslavia and 
Turkey. 

“There is no guarantee that the 
Arabs will come even if Israel Is not 
in Cairo." a respected member of 
the Egyptian film world yesterday 
told The Jerusalem Post. "And 
what makes this even worse Is that 
the Egyptian Association of Cinema 
Art is organizing the festival in con- 
junction with the Club 
Mediterranee de Paris, which is 
owned by the Baron de Rothschild 
and has as its chairman another 
French Jew." 

Last September, Israel was not 
permitted to participate officially 
in the Cairo Film Festival, but then, 
the reason given waa that cultural 
relations between the two countries 
had not yet been normalized.

Katz pushing national pension bill

With his nursing insurance bill 
guaranteed passage in the Knesset, 
Labour and Social Affairs Minister 
Israel Katz has now turned to the 
next major piece of social legisla- 
tion be set as a goal for himself 
when he took office : a national pen- 
sion bill. 

Katz has a meeting scheduled 
with Finance Minister Ylgael Hur- 
vitz in two weeks, after an inter- 
ministerial committee meets to dis- 
cuss the pension plan. If the com- 
mittee reaches no agreement, Katz 
will put forth his own proposal, and 
he hopes that Hurvitz will feel com- 
pelled to lend support, since the 
finance minister fought the nursing 
bill by arguing that the promise of a 
pension plan made it unnecessary. 

According to Katz, his bill would 
set standards for existing pension 
plans, and would fill in the gap with 
a national plan for some 300,000 
employees not automatically 
members of a plan through their 
place of employment. 


“It would he the law that you 
have to belong to a pension plan,” 
Katz said, explaining that current 
National Insurance Institute 
payments are barely enough for a 
person “used to poverty" to live on. 

"What will happen to those mid- 
dle class people who suddenly find 
that their standard of -living drops 
enormously, overnight, the minute 
they retire?" he asked in an inter- 
view with The Jerusalem Post 

According to the minister the 
plan will apply to all. and hopefully, 
be organized progressively. This 
would mean that a person giving 
IS10 might get back IS 150, and a 
person giving IS30 would get back 
only IS 250. Katz explained. 

He said that any pension plan 
would take several years to get off 
the ground, but that the sooner it is 
begun, the better. 

He indicated that much of the 
pension system can be worked out 
through existing National In- 
surance programmes, and said the 
Histadrut should be given a role in 
formulating pension standards. 

"The Histadrut has done some 


fine work with pensions,” Katz 
said, explaining that he dbes not 
favour nationalizing existing pen- 
sion schemes to put together the 
national plan, but rather “filling 
gaps." 

Like many social services, it Is 
precisely the people who need it the 
most who are unaware of the need, 
Katz said. Saving is not an attribute 
of "the poor, he explained, and the 
essence of a pension plan is saving. 

The chief obstacle to Katz's plan 
is the Treasury, which is not eager 
to devise what it will undoubtedly 
view as one more way to give away 
money. But Katz says he feels that 
somebody must advance the in- 
terests of precisely those people 
who have no voice in the Treasury, 
or Indeed, in the politics of the coun- 
try. 

“There waa a time when a large 
bulk of the population was poor," 
said the minister. "But now we 
have a large middle class, and poor 
people aren’t as Important to the 
politicians as they were In the 
past."

Soviets mount massive naval buildup

LONDON (UPI). - The Soviets are 
mounting the largest naval and 
merchant ship building programme 
of the century, and in a sea war the 
balance would be heavily weighted 
on their side, the authoritative 
Juvr'jt Fifth ting Ships said. 

The warning was given In a 
foreword' to the 1086-gi edition, 
which appears today,' by ' Jane’s 
editor. Captain John E. Moore, a 
former deputy chief of British 
Naval Intelligence, 

June's said the Soviets, who at 
present have no large aircraft 
carriers, are reportedly building at 
least one and possibly four giant 
75,000-ton nuclear powered aircraft 
carriers to challenge the U.S.'s four 
nuclear flattops. 

The U.S. currently plans one 


other nuciear powered carrier. 

Jane’s said the Soviets are also 
building about 10 submarines a 
year and arc “well launched" into 
the construction of four different 
classes of cruisers ranging from- 
27,ooo-ton Kirov class battle 
cruisers to new 7,600-ton light 
cruisers. 

"If peacetime operations were to 
escalate to a war at sea conducted 
under Soviet Navy Commander-In- 
Chief Adm, Sergei Gorshkov’s prin- 
ciples of using submarines and air- 
craft as the primary arms, sup- 
ported' by surface and amphibious 
forces," Jane's said, "the balance 
would be heavily weighted on the 
side of the Soviet navy." 

/one's said the Soviets' present 
submarine force includes 70 


nuclear powered vessels with 
ballistic missile capabilities rang- 
ing from 700 to 4,800 miles. 

"Thlrty*two of these sub- 
marines," it said, "can fire from 
within Soviet home waters and 
reach targets throughout the 
northern hemisphere.” 

The U.S. currently has 41 nuclear 
missile submarines -- most of them 
nearing obsolescence — with seven 
others presently being built. 

Jane's recalled that the ratio of 
four Allied escorts to one Nasi sub- 
marine in 1939 at the outbreak of 
World War U resulted in the loss of 
about 30 merchant ships a month. 

"The current ratio of less than i

Poland tries to cope with labour unrest 


WARSAW (Reuter). — Bus and 
tram drivers persisted with a par- 
tial strike in Warsaw yesterday 
despite renewed efforts by the 
authorities to restore labour dis- 
cipline In Poland. 

Dissidents said that bus drivers 
who struck on Monday and Tuesday 
resumed work after accepting a 1.- 
500 zloty (IS260) monthly pay In- 
crease, but men from three of the 
city's seven bus depots walked out 
.for the first time yesterday deman- 
ding 3,000 zloty rises. 

Drivers from one tram depot also 
struck yesterday. 

The city transport strike followed . 
a week-long stoppage by Warsaw 
dustmen which left the capital's 
streets piled with rubbish and 


brought Poland's labour crisis Into 
the public eye. 

Poland's leaders, dealing with 
the longest period of labour unrest 
in 36 years of Communist rule, 
sought to dispel a sense of uncer- 
tainty on Tuesday by Indicating 
that they were fully in control of the 
situation. 

The ruling Politburo's propagan- 
da chief said the strikes were not 
political and did not mean any 
change of political course in 
Poland. 

Jerzy Lukasiewicz told foreign 
newsmen that the worst of the un- 
rest was over, but he conceded that 
sporadic stoppages could continue 
for a while. 

LiUkaszewi.cz said that Poland 


would master Its Internal problems 
by itself, and he also' made It clear 
that there would be no reversal of 
the unpopular economic policies 
which triggered the strikes. 

The strikes broke out in early 
July when the government In- 
creased meat prices In the first 
stage of a policy to reduce massive 
state subsidies on food and other 
products. 

The price of butter and milk 
would go up next, Lukaszewlcz said 
on Tuesday night. 

The authorities have apparently 
decided that the only way to push 
through these unpopular measures 
is by giving ground on wage rises 
and adopting a conciliatory ap- 
proach to strikers. 


SEOUL. — The head of South 
Korea's politically crippled major 
opposition party announced his 
retirement from politics yesterday, 
apparently to protest the country's 
tight martial law rule. - 

Kim Young Sam, head of the New ' 
Democratic Party, made his an- 
nouncement one 'day before the 
military trial of leading dissident 
Kim Dae Jung gets underway. 

The resignation of Kim Young 
Sam after 30 years in politics 
removed the last major political 
leader opposed to General Chun 
Doo-Hwan, power broker behind the 
nation's civilian government and 
likely next president. 

Kim Young Sam, 53, a six-term 
lawmaker until his expulsion- from 
the nation's one-house national 
assembly last year, has \>een under 
house arrest since the May X7 
military crackdown on political dis- 
sent, 

Kim Dae Jung, who was arrested 
In the same crackdown, hag for the 
first time seen hl« wife and a 
lawyer since being detained. His 
wife said she met her husband on 
Saturday and again on Tuesday.

‘Gaddafi runs vast spy network in Italy’ 


MILAN l UPI). — Three Libyan ex- 
. lies said In an interview publlahed 
yesterday that Libyan leader 
Muammar Gaddafi has a vast 
network of spies operating In Italy, 
including 170 paid assassins, to 
eliminate his political enemies 
throughout Western Europe. 

The three exiles, Interviewed by 
the newspaper Corriere Della Sera, 
also said Western European 
terrorists of both the ultra-left and 
ultra-right train side by side in Li- 
byan camps run by Palestinians 
and former American Intelligence 
agents hired by Gaddafi. 

The paper identified one of the ex- 
iles as Fadel el-Mess&udl, former 


owner of the Libyan newspaper El- 
Maidan, but said the other two ask- 
ed that their names not be used for 
fear of reprisal. 

"Gaddafi has a lot of Italians on 


his special payroll," the newspaper, 
quoted the exiles as saying. "With 


his money the colonel is busring 
their complicity so he can have a 
free hand in your country and enjoy 
the connivance of certain sectors of 
the government 

"There are 170 Libyan assassins 
In Italy, most of them posing as 
students or with false passports." 

The exiles said Gaddafi has singl- 
ed out Italy for special attention as 
part of an overall plan to destabilize 


the Mediterranean region. They 
noted that he bought 9 per cent of 
the Fiat automobile company two 
years ago and had quietly purchas- 
ed virtually all of the private 
property available on the strategic 
Italian Island of Pantelieria, south 
of Sicily. 

"At Cufra, Gbadames, Sinauen 
and in several other sites are train- 
ing camps for terrorists,” they 
were quoted as saying. “The In- 
structors are not only extremist 
Palestinians but also Europeans 
and Americans, former CIA agents 
who have decided to take advan- 
tage of - the high pay Gaddafi 
offers." 


LISBON (UPI). — The opposition 
Socialist and Communist Parties 
yesterday aaked parliament to for- 
mally Investigate allegations of 
fraud against centre-rightist 
premier Francisco Sa Carnelro. 

Representatives of the two par- 
ties appeared before the recessed 
parliament's permanent commis- 
sion and requested that It convene 
an extraordinary session, of ' the 
legislature to. Investigate what the 
left-wing media has labelled "the 
Portuguese Watergate." 

Sa Carnelro, 45, has brought a 
libel suit against the Communist 
daily newspaper O Diario tor a 
series of articles charging that the 
premier and his brother, Ricardo, 
used fraudulent means to clear 
some $600,000 in debts through a 
nationalized bank. 


SYDNEY (AP). — The ancient 
legend of the Great Go anna (lizard) 
and modern-day labour unions here 
have Joined forces to stop an 
American company from drilling 
for oil in remote Western Australia. 

The company. Am ax Corpora- 
tion. holds a lease on a aite at 
Noonkanbah cattle station, 2,245 
kilometres north of Perth, that the 
aborigines claim is sacred. A 82- 
truck Am ax convoy with police es- 
cort arrived at the sprawling ranch 
on Tuesday after a week-long 
voyage during which 
demonstrations along the way led 
to the arrest of 50 persons, In- 
cluding five clergymen. 

Amax has the support of the 
Western Australian state govern- 
ment In Its bid to drill on the 900,000 
acre (3.6 million dunams) ranch In- 
habited by 180 aborigines. 

The aborigines say the drilling 
will violate ancient sacred sites in 


the semi-desert country, and dis- 
turb the spirit of the Great Go&nna, 
a type of lizard which the 
aborigines believe created the land 
and people.

Pravda: Russian delinquents use ‘protekzia’ to evade law 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Children of Im- 
portant figures in the Soviet es- 
tablishment are talcing advantage 
of their status to break the law and 
evade justice, the Communist Par- 
ty dally Pravda said yesterday. 

In one case, a retired judge tried 
to use his influence to get charges 
dropped against his son and 
daughter-in-law who were accused 
of speculating in blue jean skirts. 

"This was In vain," Pravda said 
of the case In Volgograd In the south 
of^RusHla. ‘ spite of_ artificial 
obstacles,' &ie”crimlrialcaae found 
Its way to the hands of judges." 


Even so, the case was bounced 
from one court to another, sent 
back for a new investigation and 
finally referred to the Supreme 
Court of the Russian federation for 
transfer to another region. 

At one hearing, a judge who knew 
the father “recognized the dear 
features of his friend in the face of 
the defendant and brought down his 
anger upon the detectives and in- 
vestigators who were so ‘callous’ 
with them," Pravda said. 

“The game has been going. on fo r 
nine months riow ' ’ Pro v^Tsalcrin 
an apparent warning against such 
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abuse of authority. “It Is far from 
resembling the kids' game of kick- 
ball." 

In another case, the driver in a 
fatal hit-and-run accident told In- 
vestigators, “Don't you know who 
my father is?"

charged that thousands of children 
are bought and sold each year to 
factories, brothels and massage 
parlours In Thailand. 

Labour department officials said 
the report was on “exaggeration" 
and that officials are planning 
solutions to the problem. 

Officials said statistics showed 
that 5,000-6.0Qp children under 12 
are working without permission in 
Bangkok, with most of them work- 
ing under agreements between 
their parents and the employers.

And In 1972 he 
joined the London Contemporary 
Dance Theatre (of which he is now 
associate director), returning to 
Israel several times to rehearse 
works by Robert Cohan for the 
Batsheva and Bal-Dor companies. 

Romano was twice ' Invited to 
become director of the Batsheva 
Company. He refused the first time 
because he did not feel he had 
enough experience of what was go- 
ing on abroad. The second time he 
found the conditions unacceptable. 
Now, with Robert Cohan, who will 
visit three times a year, he plans to 
change the structure of the com- 
pany “and do ail the work" — train- 
ing, rehearsing, directing. 

Cohan said both he and Romano 
had specific Ideas on the creative 
running of the company, which 


they've been In a summer camp. 
Also, we're getting the, kids out of 
(heir homes and givtng'the parents 
some free time during the 
'Hummer.” 

For most of the children, the day- 
camp Is full of "firsts” — the first 
time they arc getting swimming 
lessons, the first time they are 
visiting the Israel Museum, the 
Rtbltcal Zoo and the Natural 
history Museum, the first time at 
an army base. All this in addition to 
the usual activities at a summer 
enmp, 

"We make sure the kids clean up 
carefully at the end of each day.

They include dance 
historian Selma Jeanne Cohen and 
choreographer Ruth Page, both 
from the U.'S. 

Of exceptional Interest is Nathan 
Mishorl's article on Anna Sokolow, 
incorporating recollections of 
former members of her “Lyric 
Theatre" (1962-64) In Israel. For 
the excellent pictures alone the 
publication is cheap at IL80.

30% of Israel’s machinery sits unused 


Owners seek work for 
idled heavy equipment

TEL AVIV. — A crisis has hit the 
henvy mechanical equipment in- 
dustry in Israel — there Is no work 
for more than 30 per cent of the 
country's huge machines, which 
arc now sitting Idle. 


Yitzhak Neufeld. Secretary of the 
Israel Association for Heavy 
Mechanical Equipment (IAHME). 
said that if the machines remain 
idle for a long time they may turn 
into useless scrap iron. Neufeld 
notes the Irony of Israeli equipment 
being Idle while American contrac- 
tors now have plenty of work here 
on the Negev air bases. 


If the government had used local 
companies instead, he said, jobs 
would not have been taken away In 
a period of unemployment. Nor 
would revenue have been lost by 
paying tax-free salaries to 
American, Thai and Portuguese 
workers. 

Government employment of- 
ficial a said this - week that they 
could not find enough Israelis to dll 
the jobs that were open at the 
Negev bases. But those jobs are 
said to be for labourers and other 
categories of workers rather than 
for heavy equipment operators, 
many of whom sit Idle along with 
the equipment. 

Neufeld also pointed out that 
heavy mechanical equipment does 
reserve duty, and in times of 
emergency Is conscripted Into the 
IDF. By remaining idle the 
machines can become unfit for ser- 
vice if they are suddenly needed. 

He is also concerned that If this 
situation continues, the. owners of 


the equipment will not be able to 
renew their fleet. 

During a visit to Neufeld's office, 
the phone was constantly ringing 
with calls from jobless operators 
looking for work. There Is a fear 
that some might emigrate, and that 
young people will not want to enter 
the profession. 

Neufeld claims that a number of 
the owners of heavy mechanical 
equipment, banking on the 
possibilities of work because of the 
IDF pullback from Sinai, bought 
new equipment. Part of this new 
equipment is not being used, and 
the owners are paying dearly for it, 
since the banks gave the owners 
dollar-llnked loans. 

According to Neufeld the only 
alternative for the owners is to try 
to find work abroad, and that is ex- 
actly what some of the larger com- 
panies are now doing. 

The industry has had crises in the 
past, Neufeld admits, but he fears 
that this one will be the worst, 
because no help seems to be 
forthcoming from the government. 
He claims that the minister of hous- 
ing, who is responsible for the In- 
dustry, does not even answer 
letters from IAHME. 

The freeze on credit and cuts In 
government projects aggravate the 
situation; municipalities and other 
big customers do not have budgets 
either. 

Because of serious competition 
for the remaining work prices have 
not gone up despite Inflation. In 
some caae.s the owners do not even 
cover operating costa. 

Unlike Housing Minister David 
Levy, who Neufeld says has made 
six appointments with IAHME and

cancelled all of them. Minister of 
Finance Yigael Hurvitz was sym- 
pathetic and met with them. But he 
told them that he could not help 
them. 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
also met with the industry's 
leaders, in the wake of protest 
demonstrations at six vital 
crossroads In different parts of the 
country in June. 


At that meeting It was decided to 
form a committee to investigate the 
situation. But, Neufeld said, 
nothing has come out of this yet. 

Neufeld fears that If this situation 
continues many companies may be 
forced to cease operations or may 
even go bankrupt. He also believes 
that there Is a potential market In 
Egypt, but estimates that talk 
about this is still premature.

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The show goes on 


THE REAL ISSUE in yesterday’s Knesset voting was not the 
appointment of Moshe NJssim as the new minister of justice, nor 
was it the real topic of the debate that preceded the voting.. 
(Though it must be pointed out that Mr. N iaslm will be the first 
justice minister in Israel's history appointed without a previous 
distinguished record in the legal profession). 

What the Knesset occupied itself with was rather the func- 
tioning, if that's the right word for it, of the present administra- 
tion. 

In truth the subject has become something of a bore. Yet there 
is a morbid fascination in the way Mr. Be gin’s cabinet keeps 
running the affairs of state while constantly falling on their 
ministerial faces, bespattering one another with mud and 
worse, then periodically assembling to confess their multitude 
of sins of omission and commission and to vow reform if not 
rebirth the very next time around — except that the time 
somehow never seems to be propitious. 

Any self-respecting government, after accumulating so dis- 
mal a record, would have reached the conclusion that it could 
not work as a team, and had to disband. Or at least that it had to 
change its composition. Butnot Mr. Begin’s cabinet. Although a 
number of leading ministers have individually taken the 
honourable step of resigning their posts, the group as a whole 
stays put. 

When faced with fresh evidence of their failures and mutual 
Incompatibility, this coalition of ministers only flex their 
muscles again to one purpose : to hangon to their jobs at all cost. 
As if the cost were theirs and not the nation’s. 

The current ongoing reshuffle, of which Mr. Nissim’s confir- 
mation as justice minister was but the supposed first stage, is 
the most recent case in point. Late last week it led to the 
bitterest clash yet between Mr. Begin and Mr. Sharon, the 
agriculture minister who Is pining for the defence portfolio that 
is being held for the third month now, though on a presumably 
temporary basis, by Mr. Begin. 

Mr. Sharon, it may be recalled, accused Mr. Begin of en- 
dangering Israeli lives by his recklessly Irresponsible way of 
handling defence, while Mr. Begin found Mr. Sharon, in so many 
words, lacking in even the haziest notion of democracy. 

This exchange of compliments (carried out in private, it is 
true, but In full expectation that itB contents would be duly made 
. public) was followed by a reconciliation. The protagonists have 
patched up their differences, and the Bhow goes on. But how can 
it? 

That is the question now being asked everywhere in the coun- 
try. How can Mr. Begin suffer the presence in the cabinet of a 
man who is (to all intents and purposes) a threat to democracy 
— and even proclaim his preference for that man as defence 
minister, if only his coalition partners, meaning the Liberals, 
agreed? Fbr that matter, how can Mr. Sharon keep on serving 
under a man who is presumed to be playing fast-and-loose with 
Israeli Uvea? 

Waving the red rag of a "blood libel" (over the investigation 
of the West Bank bombings), as Mr. Begin did in the Knesset 
yesterday, is no answer, not any more than his regularly rais- 
ing the bogey of a Palestinian state as a result of a Labour come- 
back. Nothing helps the PLO claim for a state of its own more 
than Mr. Begin’s (and Mr. Sharon's) energetic plugging of any 
possible Jordanian option. 

Whether the people will buy these half-baked coalition ex- 
cuses, or will be deterred from seeking- -an alternative by the 
continuing disarray within Labour, only the elections can tell. 
What can already be predicted with a fair degree of certitude is 
that the. legacy being prepared by the present administration 
for its successor, whoever it turns out to be, will be sorry beyond 
compare. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


QUEEN ELIZABETH’S grocer has 
been fined £223 for violations of 
food hygiene regulations. 

The troubles for Fortnum and 
Mason began when the honorable 
Belinda Robertson found more than 
fruit and nuts in the Christmas cake 
she paid £3.70 for. 

Mrs. Robertson complained to 
the city council in the London 
borough of Westminster that she 
discovered a one-inch nail embedd- 
ed in the cake. 

“My family has been going to 
Fortnuxn’s since my relation, Sir 
Richard Cotton, was lord mayor of 
London.” she said. "I even buy 
some of my dog biscuits there. You 
don't expect something like this to 
happen in any shop, but certainly 
not from Fortnum ’s.” 

A food Inspector, investigating 
her complaint, went to the Piccadil- 
ly shop and reported he found old 
dough and flour embedded in a 
cracked marble pastry table and 
dirty knives with bits of pastry 
stuck to them. 

London’s Bow Street magistrates 
Court fined Fortnum and Mason 
£225 under the 1970 Food Hygiene 
Regulations and ordered it to pay 
court costs of £75. 

The shop's lawyer told the court 
that Fortnum and Mason is “old- 
fashioned In the best sense of the 
word," and makes its cakes by 
hand. He said it took a serious view 
of the possibility It had fallen below 
Us own very high standards. 


WE THOUGHT it was our old eyes 
giving out .on us. but no, small 
changes In the brightness of the sun 
have been detected by an American 
space satellite, and scientists hope 
that long-term study of the shifts 
will enable them to predict future 
climate trends on earth. 

The U.S. National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration reported 
recently that fluctuations of up to 
two-tenths of one per cent, lasting 
for periods of days to several 
months, have been recorded by an 
. instrument aboard the Solar Max- 
imum mission satellite. 

Dr. Rfchard Willson of NASA's 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory, 
Pasadena, California, said it is not 
known what causes the fluctuations 
in energy output, but that it might 
be related to sunspot or solar flare 
activity. This activity currently is 
at a peak in the 11-year solar cycle. 

He said detection of even the 
slightest shift in the amount of heat 
and light energy emitted by the sun 
is important, because if a trend 
were to continue for several years, 
it could produce major alterations 
in earth’s climate. Measurement of 
such trends might enable scientists 
to predict future climate changes. 

Scientists estimate that a drop of 
only one per cent in the Sim’s output 
of radiation would decrease earth’s 
mean global temperature by two 
degrees. The entire earth could be 
covered with ice if solar radiation 
decreased by only six per cent.

The Labour Party would be better served if Yitzhak, Rabin 
declared what the party was /or, writes ABBA EBAN MK. 


YITZHAK RABIN has advised the 
Labour movement to base its policy 
on four negatives: no return to the 
. pre-1967 lines, no division of 
Jerusalem, no separate Palestine 
state, no negotiation with the PLO. 

He claims that these truths are 
sufficient to express a national 
“consensus,” and that they are ex- 
cellent material for the enlighten- 
ment of visiting dignitaries. 
Former governors and aspiring 
presidents who hear this tetralogue 
declaimed with due solemnity and 
force are expected to leave these 
shores shaking their heads in ad- 
miration of the Labour movement’s 
lucidity and lncisiveness. 

The Labour movement would be 
very unwise if it were to accept this 
advice. The electorate would react 
with justified derision to the spec- 
tacle of a party, after 29 years in 
power and four years In opposition, 
lifting up Its voice to announce what 
it Intends not to do if It is returned to 
office. 

The salient question about a par- 
ty aspiring to national leadership is 
what it is for, not what it is against. 
The duty of a government is active 
decision, not passive resistance. 

Rabin's negative platitudes are 
just as true — and just as useful — 
-as Geula Cohen’s “Jerusalem 
Law.” They tell us nothing about 
the Labour movement's distinctive 
vision of the regional order. 

“No return to the pre-1967 lines” — 
but what do we say about the boun- 
dary problem? Do we insist 
together with Premier Begin, on a 
total and permanent control of 
every Inch of Eretz Ylsrael, or do 
we see other options?' 

"No division of Jerusalem” — but 
what satisfaction can we offer to 
universal religious interests and to 
the status of Arab residents within 
Israel's united capital? 

“No separate Palestine state” — 
but what other availabilities are 
open for the Palestinians to express 
their identity in the context of their 


Arab nationhood? 

“No negotiation with the PLO” — 
but what are the conditions in which 
we would welcome and seek 
dialogue with representatives of the 
Palestine people? 


TO EVADE these hard questions In 
the name of consensus would not 
only be foolish. It would also be 
blatantly dishonest. The duty of a 
party making a challenge for 
leadership is to explain where It 
differs from the Incumbent party, 
not where it agrees. Consensus is 
not a democratic word. 


"No separate Palestine state” in- 
cludes those who would accept a 

Jordanlan-Palestlnian federation 
or a confederation or community 
structure with the West Bank and 
Gaza Arabs outside Israel’s 
jurisdiction — and those who would 
maintain Israeli rule mitigated by a 
few municipal powers mas- 
querading under the pretence of 
“full autonomy.” 




In a free, parliamentary system, 
policy decisions are reached by the 
Interaction of contradictory and 
alternative choices. If we have the 
same policies as Likud ministers, 
why should we seek to replace 
them? If we have different policies 
we have an obligation of frank dis- 
closure. And if there is something 
stern and unpalatable in our 
prescription, we should have the 
courage of our realism and Integri- 
ty- 

The Israeli people does not need 
bland, homogenised slogans that 
-avoid the abrasive truth. The 
negative, resistant elements of our 
policy are only a half of our doc- 
trine; and a half-truth * is much 
closer to falsehood than to veracity. 
A phrase that means everything to 
everybody means nothing to 
anyone. 


The slogan "No negotiation with 
the PLO” would cover those who 
seek to evade all dialogue with the 
neighbouring people and those who 
would welcome and encourage the 
emergence of & Palestinian 
leadership ready to discuss how to 
live sidq by side with Israel in 
peace. 


In personal terms. Rabin’s four 
negatives taken by themselves 
could create a grotesque consensus 
between Geula Cohen and himself, 
between Gush Emunim and Peace 
Now, between Rabbi Kah&ne and 
Mapam. and, of course between 
Likud and Labour. It bat all the 
frivolity, without the gentle charm, 
of a magician’s performance at a 
children’s party. 



A consensus based on the four 
negatives would be a subtle form of 
Illusion. "No return to the pre-1967 
lines” can “unite” those who would 
not give up any territory at all and 
those who would restore many pop- 
ulated areas in the West Bank and 
Gaza to Arab rule under a peace 
agreement. 

The slogan “No division of 
Jerusalem” would include those 
who accept the Idea of a special 
status for the Moslem holy places 
and those who do not. 


THE TRUTH is that the Labour 
movement has a different vision of 
Israel. Zionism, the Palestine ques- 
tion, the international system and 
Judea. Samaria and Gaza from that 
espoused by revisionist Zionism 
now incarnate in the Likud. 


It is fundamental and momentous. 

To say that Arab rede over the In- 
habitants of Nablus is “foreign” 
while Israeli rule there is “natural” 
is to aay something so close to in- 
sanity that the austere, pragmatic 
tradition of the Labour movement 
cannot sustain it even within the in- 
dulgent standards of electoral 
rhetoric.

After all. If four negative axioi 
are good why would eight not 
better? 


The cardinal principle of Labour 
policy is that “we do not envisage 
permanent Iarfceli rule over the 1.2 
million Arabs in Judea, Samaria 
and Gaza.” This principle differen- 
tiates us so sharply from the Likud 
that any Labour spokesman who 
does not project it into the centre of 
his exposition leads his in- 
terlocutors astray. The Ideological 
barrier between Labour and Likud 
on the matter of the -1.2 million 
Arabs is not subsidiary and trivial. 


Nor is there any relief to be found 
In the quaint Idea of blurring 
differences with the Likud on. the 
territories and populations, while 
sharpening the confr o nt ation on 
economic and social doctrine. 


If there Is to be a political consen- 
sus on what we are against, why 
should there hot be an economic 
consensus? It would not be too dif- 
ficult to erect a quadrangular struc- 
ture here as well: “No galloping in- 
flation; no substantial un- 
employment; no increase of the 
deficit tn the balance of payments 
or of the national foreign currency 


The Labour movement will ta 
office this year or next in 
wilderness of International iso 
tion, Jewish alienation and decl 
ing confidence.
